REMARKS are convincing with regards to previous rejection. The prior art, either alone 
or in combination, does not disclose nor suggest providing a virtual job account and a 
virtual allocation account which combined correspond to an actual account, wherein 
each of the virtual job account and the virtual allocation account comprises a balance 
representing a fraction of funds available from the actual account, maintaining a 
spending limit for each account, allocating at least transaction for each account, 
automatically adjusting the balance of the virtual account in real time according to the 
transaction, inputting the spending limit and balance into a computer, comparing the 
adjusted balance of the virtual account to the spending limit of the corresponding 
account, accessing results of the comparison and managing a job-based budget based 
upon results of the comparison, in combination with the other claim language.
